Superintendent Explains Pro- 
cesses Thoroughly to Mc- 
Gill Men on Saturday

Imperial Oil Refineries were visit- 
ed by the Mechanical Club on Satur- 
day afternoon. The club was met by 
Mr. Modhln. the superintendent, and 

then shown over the plant by Mr. 
Dazure and Mr. Caraons, (McGUl '22) 
of the chemical staff, who thoroughly 
explained the prooets. 

Mexican crude oil is brought by tank 
steamer to the company's dock from 
which it is pumped to 16 storage tanks, 
each of 56,000 bbls. capacity. The 
crude oil is then subjected to one of 
two processes (1) asphalt stills. (21 
coke stills. 

(1) The asphalt stills are subject to 
steam distillation by blowing steam 
through the oil, the more volatile 
constituents being carried to oonden- 
sors, asphalt remaining in the stills. 
The hot asphalt is then run directly 
to insulated tank cars, being shipped 
hot or pumped to storage tanks. 

(2) The coke stills are direct fired 
by oil at a temp, of 1000 deg., al! the 
oil being vaporised leaving only the 
residue coke behind. The oil is canght 
in oondensors and then rectified in 
bubble plate columns by which the hy- 
drocarbons are separa.tcd by their re- 
lative boiling points into gasolines, il- 
luminating oils and fuel oils. The hea. 
vier fuel oils arc cracked or decom- 
posed to more volatile oils by the 
Burton patent distilling at OS lbs 
pressure with special automatic 
valves lor maintaining the pressure. 

The products are treated with sul- 
phuric acid to remove odours and im- 
puritivc*, washed free of i lie acid 
sludge, and then stored in steel tanks 
for shipment by tank car. Uach pro- 
duct being equipped with its own pipe 
lines and own pumps of special de- 
signs prevent any accidental mistakes. 
Among the many features of the plajit 
was the pumping station, the sul- 
phuric acid recovery in which Uie aaid 
is concentrated from 30 deg. Be to 116 
deg Be by blowing hot air at 1000 dog 
through the acid, the boiler plant of 
10,260 h.p. boilers all oil fired, the re- 
search lab., and special meters for re- 
cording the vapor pressure and toinp 
together. Kor fire protection the 
plant is .sot only equipped with steam, 
ytatcr and. Xoamite Lines but also each 
tank is surrounded by a. concrete bas- 
in capable of containing thé contents 
of tlio tank to prevenl Uie oil flowing 
over the whole plant. 

An idea, of the products may be ob- 
tained, that, besides the gasolines, over 
40 different grades of asphalt, to meet 
curtain requirements arc produced. 3

The S.C.M. it not an old institution, 
having come Into being only four years 
ago at a national convention of stu- 
dents at Guolph. Ont . on January 1st 
1.921". Tho Movement was Inaugurat- 
ed, as the federation of all th« Chris- 
tian organizations of students n 
Canada, uniting in itself the studont 
formerly connocted with the college 
Y.M.CA.'h and Y.W.C.A.'s. It is more 
than a more amalgamation of the two 
bodies, however This Movement Is 
run entirely by students and each se- 
parate unit is at liberty to change its 
notice or form of organlza.tibn when- 
ever it is thought necessary. A gen- 
eral committee composed of represen- 
tatives from the different units exists 
solely to do the will of the student, 
and can take no action without au- 
thority from the student body. 

"The Canadian Student," a magazine 
published monthly at Toronto, is the 
official organ of the Movement. Its 
pages are devoted to articles giving 
utterance to 'the thought of students 
on vital matters, not to propagate the 
ioeas of any group or society, and ac- 
cords to every shade of opinion com- 
plete freedom of expression. 

The Student Christian Movement 
not only endeavours to unite the stu- 
dents of Canada, but also undertakes 
to relate them to other students all 
over the world. The World Student 
Christian Federation, of which Hie 
Canadian S.C.M. is a part, embraces 
movements in over forty different 
nations, and is proving a powerful fac- 
tor in bringing about internu:U.ona| 
good will. During the years since the 
war this spirit ha. a found expression 
in the contribution of thousands of 
dollars to the needy students of Eu 
iope. 

It i« to perpetuate a movement such 
as this that the S.C.A. is now mak- 
ing its appeal for funds to the stu 
dents of McGill.

Mr. Arlnni Williams, well-known to 
many officiais of the S.C.A.. as nn 
ardent supporter ot the cause, spoke 
yesterday before the local branch, 
taking as hit* loplc "India and the in- 
fluence exerted by Obandl." 

W. MacLeod Introduced the speaker 
in a few words. Mr Williams then 
arose anil opened his discourse by 
stating that unless thos" connected 
with the S.C.A. are a.blc to confer 
and share, thoughts and ideas. not 
much good can result. The speaher 
said that at the present tlmo In India 
all are imbued with the idea, ot bring 
Ing life or making people live. Dr. 
Roberts said at the Elgin Mous* con- 
ference, that life consists of analyza. 
tion "Which is eiuite true" according 
lo Mr. Williams. 

Jesus once said "I am come that 
they might have life" What did he 
mean? One case Is summed up In the 
parable when the rich young ruler 
came to Jesus and askid "What shall 
I do to gain everlasting life?" Jesus 
cplled "Sell all and follow me." 
This was a very difficult point of 
view tor a Brahmin to comprehend. 
The Brahmins arc slaves to tradition 
which plays a great part in the life 
of India. Parentel reverence is every- 
where supreme, Yet Jesus said "Leave 
all and follow me" The speaker then 
gave an example of this, explaining 
at the same tlmo how ho acquelsod 
the namo of Williams. Ills grand- 
father was a Brahmin priest who bo- 
came acquainted with a missionary 
who finally induced him to leave all 
and follow the Lord. He was disown- 
ed by his family and marked the great 
change in his life by adopting the 
nunc of his missionary friend. Truly 
esus' command "Let the dead bury 
the dead and follow me" had been car- 
ried out . 

The lowest classes in India, accord- 
ing to Mr. Williams often adopt 
Christianity in order to improve their 
social status, which alono would show 
tho great purt played by Christianity 
in India. A p!one«r had advised west- 
ern laatlon. This cannot be done. 

With reference to Qhand'i, the speak- 
er stated that the latter had a ChrLst- 
likc life. 

lie studied Law in England, whence 
ho went to South Africa. Here he es- 
tablished a large practice and a large 
Income, and built up an enviable re- 
putatlon for justice, lie returned to 
India, having boon invited by tho pre- 
valent condition. Ho tries to promote 
i spirit of non-violence, stated tho loc. 
turer, and no man has brought such 
a Christlike spirit among tho poor. 

The speaker could not speak with 
any certainly on India's future, it is 
well-known, howevor, that Bible study 
receives great attention. Tho great 
question is "How can the poor bo edu 
catoelV" Mr. Williams eleiaod his dis- 
urso by louring that wo have hand- 
ed over our powers ot thinking to oth- 
ers. 

A discussion followed and lea was 
served .

On Saturday, while the busy down-town sections of the city 
were whitened with the first real snowfall of the year, a small gath- 
ering in Christ Church Cathedral heard an anthem which was first 
sung over a century and a half ago by the choir of Westminster 
Abbey as a hymn of rejoicing for the conquest of what to these 
first singers was an empire of the snows. 

Wolfe's red-coats had triumphed on the Plains of Abraham 
and the fleur-de-lis had passed forever from the Citadel of New 
France. The star of Britain was in the ascendant in that year of 
1759. Not only in Canada, but in India! in Africa and the is- 
lands of the seas British arms were triumphant. 

Yet few who sang the Anthem of Rejoicing in the Abbey on 
that 26th of Novemben, 1759, could have realized what the Brit- 
ish victories were to mean. A great empire was being gained, but 
wth; it- Responsibilities as great. And to-day a full share of those 
responsibilities rests wth the people of the land which was won 
that day tnat Wolfe and Montcalm died . 

The menvo^the-universities in this land are, naturally enough, 
expected to be leaders in meeting these responsibilities. And 
many are found to-day lamenting that these men of the universi- 
ties, so far from realizing the responsibilities they are expected to 
face, are interested in nothing but dancing, athletics and cross word 
puzzles. This is, of course, unjust and untrue. 

The average student of to-day is not 'entirely engrossed in 
his own pleasures or his chances of becoming a millionaire, nor 
altogether anxious to shirk the responsibilities that may be his. 
But at times the future may perplex him. It is so easy for the 
orator or editor in addressing him to deal in broad generalities 
about his duty to country, empire and mankind. And the stu- 
dent finds it hard to determine just where he is going to fit in, 

j where his place is going to be in it all. 

Time will probably help him. There is no dpubt but that uni- 
versity men are, on the whole, going to be the leaders in their sev- 
eral activities . The university man will find that he will be able 
to take the lead and set the example in meeting honestly, with 
courage and humility, the great problems of his day that must be 
solved. 

v Meanwhile he can only keep on in the path, not forgetting 

! vj entirely the responsibilities awaiting him in the future, nor despis- 
ing the nearer obstacles that must be passed, for example, the 
January examinations. In view of the greater things of life, thepe 
seem a small and petty subject, yet they are not so simple. And 
they must be passed if many who are now at university are to 
t take their places in later life as university men. To these only a 
plain statement need be made, for it is a poor business offering 
gratuitous advice. It is now the first of December. There is only 
:i month of school before the mid-term examinations.
